The situation of the revenue, and the expenditure of the year, will be . 
disclbsed to you by-the report of the Auditor of, Public Accounts, which 
is herewith transmitted. The balance in the ‘Freasyry on the 9th day of | 
January dast, amounted to 26,662 dollars 84 1-4 cenis, since which time. 
there has bees received, from various ‘sources, the additional. sum of 
30,618 dollars 04 1-2 cents, making the aggregate amount of 57,929 
dollars 86 1-2 cents, 'T'hesums audited since that time amount to 48,388 
dollars 95 3-4 cents ; which show a balance in the Treasury on the thir- 
ty-first day of: December, of 8,833 dollars 96 3-4 cents, Itis a source 
ef much gratification that, notwithstanding the very comesdexeble reduc~ 
tion of iaxation in the year 1827, the condition of the Treasury stilt. 
continues to improve, and flafters us with the hope that we may, annually, 
spare a part of the revenue to the promotion of such objects as will con- 
iribute to the aggrandizement of ourstate, — .

In purgaahce to an act of the General Assembly, passed 4th Febeuary, 
1829, organizing a Board of Internal Improvement, -Stephen Dunean, 
Esq: was appointed an agent on the part of the State, to negotiate for the - 
Joan contemplated by said aet, whose talents, indefatigable perseverance 
and standing in society; eminently qualified him for the trust, ahd jasti- 
fied the opinion that, if practicable, the loan would be effogted at the 
lowest rate of interest ; bat; Zregret to say, that the negotiation has 
failed, in consequence of the provisions of the act not being satisfactory 
to money holders, The Fasern Capitalists, from whom alone we can . 
expect to obtain the Joan, are unwilling to dispose of their funds, at so 
gréat a distance, without a stipulation for the payment of the, interest and 
redemption of the principal in their own city, secured by an ample pledge 
within their reach. The rate of interest is nat ted to, neither doeg 
it appear that an increase of the amount, or extehsion of the time, would 
form any barrier to the negotiation, provided the arrangement for thé pay- 
ment of the interest, redemption of the principal and indemnity, was 
satisfactory, I transmit to the General Assembly a copy of the corres- . 
pondence, together with a rough draft (made ont by the Agent) of such 
amendments te the law, as appear ta be necessary m order to effect the 
loan, should if be deemed politic to make further efforts to obtain it, But 
as an introduction of a Branch of the United States Bank is evidently . 
desired by many of our fellow Citizens inhabiting the western part of 
the state, and efforts making to procure it, should the General Assembly 
deem it expedient to further their views in relation to this sábject, the de- 
Sign of the loan being an investment in Bank stock, it cannot bean ob 
det witli the siale to prosectte it further. In my message ek 1828, J +

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submitted to the General Assembly my views with regard to this Institu-- 
tion, as relating to matters of general policy, which, as yet, are unchang- 
ed, “That'a-Branch of the United States Bank would promote the im : 
terests of many individuals, I have no doubt, But whether this would. 
not be counterbalanced by its effects-on the general interestof the state— " 
whether by its influence over our own banking institutions, a diminution 
rather than an increase of circulating medium or a depreciated paper cur- - 
rency, would mot be the inevitable consequence—whether we should not 
with caution invite into ourstate an institutfon over which we can exer- 
cise no control, and which we cannot remove, no matter what may be its. 
mischievous. consequences, are questions which it is your province to de- 
termine, and require your mature deliberation, Jt is a duty incumMent 
on us, to endeayor to profit by the fatal experience of other states, in re- 
lation to their monied institutions; and whatever course may be adopted 
ta relieve our fellow citizens from their pecuniary embarrassments, which 
the depression of the value of our only article of produce for exporta- 
tion, would seem to threaten, we should endeavor both by precept and 
example, fo press upon them the nécessity of a rigid system of economy, 
as the only effectual means of. avoiding the shock. A debt created by bor- 
rowing money, to obtain relief from present embarrassment, without abv. 
serving such a system, returns upon the borrower when he is less able to 
pay, and involves him in inevitable ruin. — pa 
The board of Internal Improvement have performed the duties as». 
signed them, by an examination of the water courses susceptible of being. 
raade ‘navigable, and the principal roads leading to the commercial towns, 
Their report is herewith transmitted for your consideration. a 
In taking a view of the limitèd situation of the state funds, that could 
be spared at this time, for purposes of Internal Improvement, compated 
. with the variety of objects, I feel disposed té recommend the granting of. 
charters to companies, (except on such streams as already afford an 
imperfect navigation, the exacting of toll on which is prohibited by our^ 
ordinance, the state taking so much of the stock as her resources will 
justify, as the only safe policy, When the object to be effected is equal 
to the means requined to accomplish it, the stock will be readily subscrib- 
ed for by such citizens as are immediately intérested ; when it is not, no. 
economist would say the work should be undertaken, By this course 
the burthen will fall gg those who receive the benefits, and the State 
saved from a vast and perhaps useless expenditure, and avoid a debt to 
meet which would require a resort to direct taxation. P 
In pursuance of a resolution of the last session of the General Assem

"the part of the General Government, of the right of the states to exer- 
‘¢ise an tnlimited sovereignty over all territory within their chartered 
limits, i$ a source of much gratification, and at once puts at rest the ques- 
tion which portended much difficulty between many of the states, our 
own amongst tlie number, and their Indian population. Whenever the 
General Assembly may deem it expedient to provide by law, for the exer-. 
eise of this power over the Indians residing within the state, they at the 
sume time incur the obligation to -pass laws for their government and pxo- 
tection in theenjoyment of their rights and privileges. If we are to consider 
this unfortunaterace of the human family as, persons whoare incapable of 
taking care of, and providing for themselves, and consequently claiming eut 
protection, we should not hesitate in extending to them the fostering hand of 

è Government, However, in bringing them under the laws of the State 
at this time, obstacles present themselvés, — It would be necessasy 

abolish the authority which their Chiefs er rulers exercise ever them; 
otherwise their power would conflict with that of the State; thigcould net 
With propriety be done, without in adequate provision en the'part of the 
State; to which the want of such persons resident amongst them, as are 
4apable of dispensing the laws, present an'almost insuperable difficulty.
